The  primary  meeting  is  the  piece 
where  sll  the  member*  of  the  political 
party  may  express  their  will,  and  where 
they  ehoose  delegate*  to  the  largvi  bodies 
el  led  uniulueiutg  c..nTootlon*.  If  it 
were  convenient,  nil  the  nieujlwr*  of  the 
party  i a  a  county  might  meet  in  oik  place, 
to  select  delegates  or  to  uouiluau  candi¬ 
dates,  and  iu  Nuw  Jersey  and  auuiu  other 
state*  this  a  as  former  ly  done.  But  the 
township  or  Ward  primary  meeting  is  now 

Gnerel,  because  it  is  the  least  toomven- 
it.  The  primary  inoctings  select  del* 
gates  for  the  couuty,  congreasionsl,  and 
State  cooven'tens;  and  these  driegato*. 
meeting  in  convention*  on  an  appointed 
*•7.  Dominate  the  candidate*  for  office. 
Any  persou  who  is  a  voter  in  the  township 
or  ward  yud  at  the  next  preceding  elec¬ 
tion  ia  known  to  have  voted  with  the 
party  holding  the  piimary  meeting,  may 
properly  take  part  in  it. 

A*  party  government  ia  inevitable  and 
necessary  in  a  free  couutry,  it  U  the  duty 
of  every  citizen  to  attend  the  primary  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  party  with  which  he  acts.  If 
honest  and  intelligent  uu-n  neglect  the 
primaries,  they  thereby  hand  the  control 
of  tbeir  party  over  to  bad  men.  It  is  im 
portent  to  the  welfare  ot  the  country  that 
both  the  great  political  parties  shall  tic 
controlled  by  wise  and  houeet  men;  for  s 
corrupt  or  debased  minority  can  offer  hot 
A  feeble  opposition  to  the  majority,  and  in 
reality  help*  to  strengthen  and  to  debase 
Abe  majerity  ;  whereas  a  powerful,  honest, 
and  intelligent  minority  compels  the  ms 
iority  to  govern  carefully  and  honestly. 
The  demoralization  of  the  party  which  is  in 
the  minority  may  thus,  as  you  see,  bring 
calamities  on  a  country. 

••Politics"  have  always  been,  in  every 
free  state,  an  enlicing  profession,  followed 
by  many  honest  and  high  unuded  men  out 
ol  a  deaire  to  see  llivir  favorite  principles 
prevail;  by  other  men  to  ndvance  their 
private  fortunes,  and  by  jet  others  hour  a 
mixture  or  combination  oi  both  these  mo 
Uvea.  Our  own  polilice  are  less  corrupt, 
and  our  own  politicians.taken  as  a  class, 
are  far  mere  scrupulous  than  those  of  most 
free  nations  have  bceu  either  in  ancient  or 
modern  times.  When,  therefore,  men  talk 
•r  write  about  tlie  peculiar  deliasement  of 
our  politics,  you  need  not  entirely  believe 
them.  There  is  a  good  deal  of  irritating 
ignorance  apd  some  corruption  among  our 
poliltcal  leaders,  but  not  nearly  as  much  as 
them  is  in  England  or  France;  it  vex<  s  us 
more  because  we  meet  it  face  to  face. 
The  truth  is  that  our  party  politics  are 
more  intelligently,  less  dishonestly,  and 
morn  honorably  conducted  than  those  of 
Great  Britain,  with  which  we  arc  oltennst 
compared,  and  that  the  averaged  ot  politi 
cal  morality  is  higher  in  the  United  Bute 
than  in  any  other  nation  in  tbe  world 
In  an  ideal  state,  the  people,  gifted  with 
unfailing  discernincut  ot  merit,  wauld 
select  continually,  and  without  prompting 
of  any  kind,  tbe  wisest  and  ablest  men  for 
their  rulers  would  devise  always  the  most 
beneficent  and  the  noblest  of  policies  lor 
the  nation.  Practically,  however,  these 
matters  are  managed  aotnewhsl  dilferentlv. 
The  people  are  guided  more  or  lee*  by 
.newspapers and  by  political  leaden;  men, 
.rabieor  tbs  reverse,  are  bronght  into  politi¬ 
cal  life  by  careful  management  of  their 
friends,  or  of  the  higher  chiefs  of  a  party, 
who  arc  well  on  tbe  lookout  for  capable 
man  to  !*elp  them,  platform*  am  studied 
. ovsr  and  prepared  by  small  coteries  of 
politicians,  to  make  them  attractive  to  the 
jreople  and  coi  formable  to  the  principles 
•Wi.ich  the  party  desires  to  advance;  and 
— to  return  to  our  primary  meetings  -  the 
•delegates  chosen  at  theac  are  for  the  most 
part  selected  beforehand  by  the  political 
managers  of  a  county  or  district,  to  insure 
the  nominal  ion  of  car  lain  candidates.  7  A ><* 
ss her*  see*™/  person#  deoire  *  nomination  /or 
the  Mfw  pi  tee,  fAe  primary  meet  in  gi  or# 
thetee  ne  of  the  ttrif*  between  them;  and  it 
ii  there  that  good  cittern  may  defeat  a  tor 
rapt  or  inoapiiVo  candidate  in  their  own 
party. 

The  preparatory  work  which  I  have  dr*- 
cribed  to  you  above  is  dona  in  which  is 
pl.vd  s  eaueue—  which  i«  simply  a  private 
meeting  of  influential  politician*.  Whether 
the  cancn*  shall  Im  n  good  or  tn  evil  thing 
depends  on  the  character  of  the  men  who 
.compose  it.  It  is  a  method  ol  political 
-action  used  alike  by  the  best  and  the 
vile*<  politician*;  the  wit  «t  and  the  most 
nee  canary  measure*  of  the  last  twelve  jenrs. 
Cor  instance,  as  'Tell  a*  the  basest  and  most 
injurious  have  been  discussed  and  prepar 
cut  in  caucu*  before  they  were  presented 
to  the  public;  and  both  the  ablest  and  the 
worst  ot  our  pdilical  leader*  have  been 
introduced  inti)  political  lifo,  and  advanc¬ 
ed  io  it,  in  these  silent,  secret,  but  net 
the  afore  necessarily  evil  councils,  by  their 
j/ii  fid*.  In  a  country  wh  re  intelligence  is 
widly  diffused,  sod  where  there  is  so  high 
an  average  of  ability,  it  i*  very  seldom 
that  a  man,  except  after  long  and  brilliant 
service,  become*  so  conspicuously  the  one 
man  for  the  place  that  his  party  retain*  him 
as  a  matter  ol  con-ae. 

A  fault  lo  onr  political  arrangements 
make*  tbe  cxncn*  very  often,  in  tbe  hand* 
of  bad  men,  nn  instrument  for  elevating 
eflmipt  men  to  power.  This  is  the  pr«c 
ttce,  in  ths state*  and  cities,  of  electing  a 
great  many  of,  the  exreu’lve  officers. 
Where  this  is  done,  the  rauens  enable*  cor¬ 
ruptionist*  to  prepare  a  tleket  composed 
of  a  few  good  men  and  a  large  fail  of  the 
1  lowest  class  of  politicians,  »nd  such  s 
"slate"  is  then ‘forced  upon  the  party  as 
•‘•the  heat  thing  that  can  be  got."  The 
-viler  kind  ot  politicians  do  not  trouble 
-themaclvn  much  shout  a  Congressional 
caucus;  bnt  wherever  a  dozen  or  twenty 
■candidates  are  to  be  nominated, 
there  Is  their  opportunity.  If  the  etecu 
tie#  head,  lie  the  President,  Governor, 
or  M*vor,  has  the  selection,  appoint¬ 
ment,  *nd  teraoval  of  atl  his  subordinate*, 

•  “elate"  becomes  Impoesible,  and  the 
eauewsls  no  longer  so  powerful  a  tool  In 
the  hands  of  b*-i  men.  In  some  of  our 
state*,  at  owe  time,  member*  of  Congress 
warfe  chosen  ou  S  general  ticket;  that  Is 
to  say,  the  whole  Congressional  delegation 
ofth*  state  was  voted  for  by  all  the  people 
of  the  state.  But  experience  showed  that 
the  can  ui  not  a  few  go:>d  men  and  a 
multitude  of  bad  nnet  on  the  same  ticket; 
and  as  loth  parties  did  (his,  the  re  stilt 
was  for  evil  only. .  U  is  annirtitm*  urged 
th  it  if  the  President,  Governor,  or  Mayor 
has  unrestrained  power  tn  appoint  or  re- 
mova.  hie  subordinates,  be  wl  1  appoint 
bad  men,  But  even  th*  decisive  chsok 
of  the  Senate  doee  not  always  suffice  to 
arevert  th*  appointment  of  mti«i>truon*ly 
bad  or  incompetent  men;  and  it  floes  serve 
to  conceal  the  faults  of  a  ruler,  and 
hie  responsibility  to  the  people,  la  *  mis¬ 
chievous  manner.  It  is  better  that  a  Prrel- 
dent  nr  Governor  or  Mayor  shall  show  hi* 
olmrsrsev  plainly  by  bad  appointment*; 
for  then  he  will  become  hatrtol  lo  the 

SI*,  aad  loee  hi*  chance  of  re  election, 
s  th*  caucus  will  be  shorn  of  its  power 
for  evil. 

Do  not  he  ashamed  ev  a/Vaid  to  meet  ia 
can  cue,  If  you  should  by  and  by  take  part 
in  politics;  but  remember  that  bad  men 
and  measare*  ssay  be  d  tested  there  ss 
well  S'  at  tbs  primary  meetings.  And  a* 
a  sound  rule  for  party  action,  remember 
that  If,  In  spits  of  year  effort*,  your  pane 
nominates  t  bid  man  for  office,  yon  should 
•pealy  vote  against  him.  For  ft  I*  better, 
tor  jour  party  *  Inteiast,  that  It  should  he 
leiesled  if  it  nominees*  bed  sseu  then  that 
it  should  snowed  When  e  p  dittnai  party 
maa  th*  Uol  ol  corrupt  oi  ignorant  men 
•Hi*  ia  deagar,  sot  of  e  temporary,  but  of  a 


lasting  defeat.  It  both  partita  nominate 
bad  m«n  Li  an  office,  it  it  better  that  your 
own  party  should  be  defeau-d ;  for  it  is  not 
in  that  cass  responsible  lor  the  misgovern 
meat,  and  your  pan  v  leader*  may  learn  wu 
doin  from  defeat.  Hence, the  more  ardent¬ 
ly  you  iieeir*  tbe  success  uf  your  political 
party,  tlie  more  vigorously  you  m,y  scratch 
the  bad  name*  off  your  ticket  when  you  go 
to  the  polla.  --Nouuuorr.
